Miss Hawkins has been ar- 
rested on another abortion 
charge, a forgery charge, a 
pandering and soliciting for 
prostitution charge, a charge 
of making obscene telephone 
calls, as a fugitive from Jef- 
ferson Parish, simple assault 
j and battery, and allegedly 
passing worthless checks on 
three occasions. 

Cojwiick said the only case 
among these charges that has 
been tried involves four 
counts of passing worthless 
checks at a Gus Mayer store. 
Mss Hawkins was found 
guilty and sentenced to six 
years on these charges. Con* 
nick said a check at St. Ga- 
briel showed that she can be 
paroled in 1971*

to dismiss a case where Miss 
Hawkins was charged with 
the death of a 21-year-oid.”
